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OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. | 
London, June 23, 1870. 
You have heard of our severe bereavement. All 
England, from Balmoral Castle to the cotter’s home, 
jsin mourning. High and low, rich and poor, alike 
feel they have lost a friend, a charmer, a teacher, and 
a moralist. To tell you Charles Dickens’s life, I 
shall not pause; you know as many particulars of it 
as we do, which are few. He screened it from the 
public eye; not that he had anything to hide, but 
he not unreasonably felt that giving all his genius 
to the public, his person should be sacred to his 
family and friends. He was sensitive on this sub- 
ject. After Sidney Smith’s death, application was 
made to him for the letters he had received from 
the witty canon, He burned them all, and replied 
to the daughter who made the application, he had 
destroyed them, for he did not think he had autho- 
rity to publish them. Therefore, instead of telling 
you the story of Charles Dickens’s life, I will tell 
you the manner of his death. The destroying an- 
gel dealt affectionately with Charles Dickens: He 
gave him warning of his coming and of the way of 
it; and he came without his usual retinue of apothe- 
caries, and physicians, and clergymen, and weep- 
ing attendants, which adds so much to his terrors. 
Charles Dickens himself has told us the warning 
he received: ‘Once upon atime (no matter when) 
] was engaged in a pursuit (no matter what) which 
could be transacted by myself alone, in which I 
could have no help; which imposed a constant 
strain on the attention, memory, observation, and 
physical powers, and which involved an almost 
fabulous amount of change of place and rapid rail- 
way travelling. I had followed this pursuit through 
ap exceptionally trying winter, in an always trying 
climate, and had resumed it in England after but 
abrief repose. Thus it came to be prolonged un- 
til at length—and, as it seemed, all of a sudden— 
itso wore me out that I could not rely, with my 
usual cheerful confidence, upon myself to achieve 
the constantly recurring task, and began to feel 
(for the first time in my life) giddy. jarred, shaken, | 
faint, uncertain of voice and sight, and tread and 
touch, and dull of spirit. The medical advice I 
sought within a few hours was given in two words, 
‘Instant rest.’ Being accustomed to observe my- 
self as curiously as if I were another man, and 
knowing the advice to meet my only need, I in- 
stantly h.lted in the pursuit of which I speak and 
rested.”” Was there not a subtle warning given 
him when he traced these lines, inspired by him 
who raises all our thoughts and guides them in 
mysterious ways, lines which are the last lines of 
the last page of the last novel Charles Dickens 
completed: ‘On Friday the ninth of June in the 
Present year (1865), Mr. and Mrs. Boffin (in their 
manuscript dress of receiving Mr. and Mrs. Lammle 
at breakfast) were on the Southeastern Railway 
with me in a terribly destructive accident. When 
Thad done what I could to help others, I climbed 
back into my carriage, nearly turned over a via- 
duct, and caught aslant upon the turn, to extricate 
the worthy couple. They were much soiled, but 
otherwise unhurt. The same happy result at- 
tended Miss Bella Wilfer on her wedding-day, and 
Mr. Riderhood inspecting Bradley Headstone’s red | 
neckerchief as he lay asleep. I remember with de- 
Vout thankfulness that I can never be much nearer 
Parting company with my readers for ever than I 
Was then, until there shall be written against my 
life the two words with which I have this day | 
closed this book—The End.” 
I cannot help thinking the destroying angel , 
kind to Charles Dickens’s friends, too, in striking 
him down (if the gentle blow given can be called 
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striking) where they had seen him oftenest and to 
best advantage—in his dining-room. They could 
with the mind’s eye be present at the solemn scene, 
and see the last of him they had loved so well. 
Wherever—here or at the antipodes—they might be 
when the melancholy intelligence came, they could 
conjure up the last scene, and be with their friend 
in life’s extreme hour. All day long, Wednesday, 
Charles Dickens was ailing. He complained of 
being dull, of inability to rouse himself. He said 
writing “The Mystery of Edwin Drood” had be- 
come a heavy and an irksome task. Evidently the 
symptoms above described had returned. He took 
his seat at the dinner-table at the usual hour (six 
o'clock). Miss Hogarth (his sister-in-law) noticed 
his eyes brimmed with tears ; but as he had been 
out of sorts all day she did not like to allude to it. 
She became quite nervous about him, especially as 
she presently saw his countenance change color. 
Then she proposed to summon Mr. Steele, who 
lives at Strood, and who had repeatedly been sum- 
moned to Gad’s Hill, although he was not the 
family physician. Charles Dickens attempted to 
speak, but his “‘no’’ was quite inarticulate, and so 
was his request to have the window closed; he 
said he was suffering with toothache. The window 
was closed ; his countenance now wore so alarming 
an appearance Miss Hogarth went to him to beg 
him to take her arm and goto bed. He arose, took 
it, made one or two steps towards the door, and 
then fell heavily on his left side. The consterna- 
tion of the househoid may be imagined. Mr. Steele 
was sent for. A telegram was immediately dis- 
patched to Mr. F. Carr Beard, the family physician 
and an intimate personal friend. Insensible and 
unconscious the dying man remained. The pupil 
of the left eye was very much contracted, the other 
pupil greatly dilated. The breathing was stertorous. 
The limbs flaccid. So he lay for twenty-three 
hours and a half. Then a convulsion occurred. 
Thirty minutes afterwards Charles Dickens was no 
more. 

It would have been felt by the nation that it 
had been wanting in suitable expression of the 
grief at this great bereavement, had all that was 
mortal of its gifted son not been placed in that 
hallowed national shrine, whose very dust and 
earth are the ashes of genius. The “ Times’? made 
itself, as it has so often done, the tongue of the 
nation, and raised its mighty voice to claim in 
the Abbey the last resting-place of the departed 
genius.* 

““ We possess a shrine in which, from age to age, 
the last remains of many of our noblest, bravest, 
wisest, and best have not unworthily been laid. 
Westminster Abbey, moreover, is the peculiar rest- 
ing-place of English literary genius; and among 
those whose sacred dust lies there, or whose names 
are recorded on the walls, very few are more 
worthy than Charles Dickens of such a home. 
Fewer still, we believe, will be regarded with more 
honor as time passes, and his greatness grows 
upon us. He has done as much as Addison, 
Johnson, or Goldsmith, ‘to correct the vices,’ 
‘ridicule the follies,’ and purify the sympathy of 





* The determination to bury Charles Dickens in West- 
minster Abbey was arrived at very suddenly, and the neces- 
sary arrangements were made so quickly, that none but the 
relations and intimate friends of the deceased knew of his 
interment until it was unexpectedly announced iu an evening 
paper, “The Echo" He was buried on Tuesday morning. 
There was no mention of Westminster until the previous 
Saturday, when it was suggested to the “Times"’ and to 
the Dean of the Abbey, aad ou Sunday to Dickens's executors, 
who, however, would not entertain the idea, but the ** Times’”’

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his generation. 
lish genius, wou!d be incomplete without him. 
You will not be surprised to hear that before this 
article had appeared, the Dean of Westminster 
had written Mr. Dickens’s family, offering to do all 
he might to enable them to bury the departed in 
the Abbey, if they desired it. The day the “Times” 
spoke, he wrote to them a second letter, pressing 
them to gratify the nation’s evident wishes by 
burying Mr. Dickens in the Abbey. Mr. Dickens’s 
will had been opened, and it was found to express 
no preference for any spot where his last home 
might be made. The only provision the will con- 
tained on this subject was to interdict all imperti- 
nent pageantry at the solemn hour which con- 
founds genius and idiocy, and wealth and poverty, 
in a common eguality of impotence and decay. 
The family and executors consented to bury him in 
the Abbey, insisting upon only one condition, 
namely, that the funeral should be as private as 
he had desired. To comply with this condition in 
the very heart of London, one thing was essentially 
necessary—secrecy. Efficient means were taken to 
secure it. At six o’clock the 14th of June, a 
hearse bore, from Gad’s Hill, the remains of its 
late master to the nearest station of the London, 
Chatham, and Dover Railway. Here a special, 
train was in readiness to bear the body swiftly to 
London. At the Charing-Cross Station a hearse | 
and three mourning coaches (all which were as 
plain as could be) were in waiting. The coffin, 
was placed in the hearse, Mr. Charles Dickens, Jr., 
Mr. Harry Dickens, Miss Dickens, and Mrs. Charles 
Collins, entered the first mourning coach; Miss | 
Hogarth, Mrs. Austin (Mr. Dickens’s sister), 
Mrs. Charles Dickens, Jr., and Mr. John Forster, | 
entered the second coach; and Mr. Frank Beard, | 
Mr. Charles Collins, Mr. Auvry, Mr. Wilkie Collins, 
and Mr. Edward Dickens, entered the third mourn- 
ing coach. The procession moved through the 
streets which were resuming their animation, but 
not one of all the people who listlessly gazed (we, 
see so many funerals in London) at the mournful 
group, suspected they were witnessing the funeral | 
of the great magician. The procession drove to, 
the Dean’s yard. There the mourners alighted | 
and the coffin was taken from the hearse, and 
borne through the cloisters to the door of the nave. | 
The Dean, Canon Jennings, Canon Nepear (the | 
Canons in residence) and three of the Miuor| 
Canons met the funeral at the door of the nave) 
with the comfortable words of the service, the} 
whole of which the Dean read, except the lesson, | 
which fell to the Senior Canon; the clerk of the 
Works threw in the symbolical dust and earth and | 
ashes (without terrors, distressing as was their 
rumble on the coffin, after the preceding service), | 
and in another moment the service was at an end. | 
Wreaths of yellow amarinths, and of other flowers, | 
were reverently placed on the coffin. A last look | 
was given that object which held him who was so | 
tenderly loved, who had made home so bright and | 
so joyous, and so happy, who had bronght down! 
the tears and raised the smiles, and stirred to its | 
very bottom the heart of the world. There was no} 
need of choir and organ to show “He liveth ever- | 
more!” Time,in a few years, will lay as low as| 
him, all them that sobbed around that grave. It may | 
perhaps efface the family of Dickens from among | 
the generations of men, but his other children, the | 
children of his fancy, shall never die. They are | 
more immortal than the thick-ribbed fane under | 
whose roof he sleeps. 

The coffin was made of solid oak. It was una- 
dorned, save with a silver plate bearing these 
words :— 


| Cathedral. 
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“CHARLES DICKENS, 
Born February 7, 1812. 
Died June 9, 1870.” 

His grave is only between five and six feet deep, 
It is in the poet’s corner, and not more than three 
or four feet from its southern wall. Richard Com. 
berland sleeps on Charles Dickens’s right, Ma 
caulay rests on his left hand. Near the top of hig 
coffin are Handel’s* feet, nigh the coffin’s bottom jg 
Sheridan’s head. Macaulay lies between him andj 
the foot of Addison’s statue. Hard by are the 
askes of Dr. Johnson and Garrick. Thackeray's 
bust is almost over his grave, and other busts, im. 
ages of men, the immortal glories of English liters. 
ture, are in his immediate neighborhood. The 
grave remained open all day, and many hundred 
people, who came to visit the Abbey unknowing of 
its new consecration, looked reverently on the coffin, 
The grave was filled towards nightfall. 

The original intention of the family had been to 
bury Mr. Dickens in St. Mary’s Chapel, Rochester 
Orders had been given, and were in 
course of execution for the construction of a vault 
here. Counter-orders were given, and the vaait 
was filled with earth yesterday. At 1 o’clock 
P. M. the bell of Rochester Cathedral tolled for 
him. 

On Sunday the Dean of Westminster preached 
what may be called Charles Dickens’s funeral ser 
mon. As this, his intention, had been announced, 
large and distinguished congregation was assem- 
bled ; among the persons present was Mr. Tenny- 
son, to whom all eyes were directed. Dean Stanley 
took for his text the parable of the rich man and 


| Lazarus (which was the Gospel of the day), which 


he said was in a particular manner appropriate to 
the occasion, and well suited with the funeral of 
“that gifted being who for years had instructed 
and delighted the generation to which he be 
longed.’’? He went on to show the story of Dive 
and Lazarus formed something more than an ordi- 
nary “parable ;’’ and that, in spite of both the one 
and the other being “as purely imaginary beings 
as Hamlet or Shylock,’ it was a tale of real life, 9 
real that we can hardly believe it to be fiction, and 
not an actual history. ‘Therefore the Bible sane 
tions this mode of teaching, which has been ins 
special sense God’s gift to our own age. In various 
ages this gift has assumed various forms; the 
divine flame of poetry, the far-reaching page of 
science, the searching analysis of philosophy, the 
glorious page of history, the stirring eloquence of 
preacher or orator, the grave address of moralist 
or divine—all these we have had in ages past, and 
to some extent we have them still; but no age bas 
developed like this the gift of speaking in parables, 
of teaching by fiction. Poetry may kindle a loftier 
fire, the drama may rivet the attention more firmly, 
science may open a wider horizon, and philosophy 
may touch a deeper spring; but no works are 8 
penetrating or so persuasive, enter so many houses, 
or attract so many readers, as the romance or D0 
of modern times. And in proportion as the 
novel is the best, so is the bad novel the worst: 
instructors ; but the work of the successful now 

if pure in style, elevating in thought, and true in its 
sentiment, is the best of blessings to the Christia 
home, which the bad writer would debase and de 
file. In the writings of Charles Dickens it is eh 
shown that it is possible to move both old 
young to laughter without the use of a single 
pression which could defile the purest, or shock

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that it is possible to jest without the introduction 
of depraving scenes, or the use of unseemly and 
filthy jokes. So thought and so wrote, not only the 
genial and loving humorist whom we mourn, but 
Walter Scott, and Jane Austen, and Elizabeth Gas- 
kill, and William Thackeray. There is something 
even higher than this to be learnt in the writings 
of Charles Dickens, and which it was well to speak 
of in the house of God and beside that new-laid 
grave. In that long series of stirring tales, now 
closed, there was a palpably serious truth—I may 
saya Christian and evangelical truth—of which we 
all needed much to be reminded, and of which in 
his own way he was the special teacher. In spite of 
the Oriental imagery with which it is surrounded, 
the gospel tells us, and the departed writer did but 
re-echo the truth, that the rich man and Lazarus 
lived very near and close to each other; he showed 
us, in his own dramatic and sympathetic manner, 
how close that lesson lay at the gates of the upper 
and wealthier classes of modern English society in 
this age of wide-spread civilization and luxury. 
The poor man had but one name given him in the 
parable ; but in the writings of Charles Dickens he 
bore many names, and wore many forms. We have 
need, then, of such a teacher to remind us of one 
great lesson of life, the duty of sympathy with the 
poor and the weak, with the absent, and with those 
who cannot speak for themselves. And it is be- 
cause this susceptibility, this gift of sympathy, is 
sorare that we ought to value it highly where we 
meet it, and to reckon it as a gift from God. As 
the rich man was made to see and to feel Lazarus 
at his gate, so our departed instructor taught us to 
realize as brought into very near contact with our- 
selves the suffering inmates of the work-house, the 
neglected children in the dens and dark corners of 
the streets of our great cities, the starved and iil- 
used boy in remote schools, far from the observation 
of the world at large. All of these must have felt 
that a new ray of sunshine was poured by his writ- 
ings on their dark existence, and a new interest 
awakened outside in their forlorn and desolate lot. 
In him an unknown friend pleaded their cause 
with a voice which rang through the palaces of the 
rich and great, as well as through the cottages of 
the poor; and by him these gaunt figures and 
strange faces, though in a slightly exaggerated 
form, were made to stand and speak face to face 
with those who up to that time had doubted their 
existence. And, further, the same faithful hand, 
which thus depicted the sufferings of the poor man, 
drew also pictures of that unselfish kindness, that 
kindly patience, that tender thoughtfulness, that 
sympathy for the weak and helpless which often 
underlie a rough exterior. When the little work- 
house boy wins his way, pure and undefiled, 
through the mazes of wickedness into a happy 
home; when the little orphan girl brings thoughts 
of heaven into the hearts of all around her, and is 
as if the very gift of God to those whose desolate 
life she cheers ; there is a lesson taught which none 
can read and learn without being the better for it. 
In fact, he labored to tell us the old, old story, that 
éven in the very worst and most hardened of man- 
kind there is some soft and tender point, and, what 
18 More, a soul worth being touched, and reached, 
and rescued, and regenerated. He helped to blot 
out the hard line which too often severs class from 
class, and made Englishmen feel more as one fenily 
than they had felt before. Therefore it wa, felt 
that he had not lived in vain, or been laid in vain 

ere in this sacred house, which is the home and 
the heart of the English nation. There was to be 
leaned from the text one further great and fearful 
lesson—the solemn weight and burden of individ- 
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ual responsibility of each man to his Maker for the 
life that he has led, and the use which he has 
made of the talents vouchsafed to him. This les- 
son was brought very closely home to those fourteen 
mourners and the handful of other persons who 
were gathered a few days before in the silence and 
stillness of that vast empty church around the 
grave of the great novelist. But I will not dwell 
on this lesson, nor will I add here any eulogy on 
the dead, further than to remark that his grave, 
already strewed with flowers, will henceforth be a 
sacred spot, both with the New World as well as 
with the Old, as that of the representative of the 
literature, not of this island only, but of all who 
speak our English tongue.’’ The Dean then read 
the following paragraph from Mr. Dickeuns’s will. 
The will is dated May 12, 1869 :— 

“*T direct that my name be inscribed in plain 
English letters on my tomb. . . . I enjoin 
my friends on no account to make me the subject 
of any monument, memorial, or testimonial what- 
ever. I rest my claims to the remembrance of my 
country upon my published works, and the remem- 
brance of my friends upon their experience of me 
in addition thereto. . . . I commit my soul 
to the mercy of God, through our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ; and I exhort my dear children to try 
to guide themselves by the teaching of the New 
Testament in its broad spirit, and to put no faith 
in any man’s narrow construction of its letter.’ 

“In that simple, but sufficient, faith Charles 
Dickens lived and died. In that faith he would 


have you all live and die also; and, if any of you 
have learned from his works the eternal value of 
generosity, purity, kindness, and unselfishness, and 
‘to carry them out in action, those are the best 
‘monuments, memorials, and testimonials,’ which 


you, his fellow-countrymen, can raise to his 


, memory.” 


His library and “All The Year Round” he has 
left to his eldest son, Mr. Charles Dickens, Jr. (the 
latter in a codicil made only a few days before his 
death). His son has of late managed the periodi- 
cal, and has informed the public it will be man- 
aged in the same spirit as his father managed it, 
and will contain articles by familiar contributors. 
Here is his address to the public: “Personal. It 
was my father’s wish, expressed in writing only a 
week before his death, that I, his eldest son, and 
latterly his assistant editor, should succeed him in 
the management of the journal so long associated 
with his name. In accordance with this clearly- 
expressed desire, and strong in the hope inspired 
by so encouraging a mark of his confidence, I ad- 
dress myself to the fulfilment of the task which he 
appointed me to discharge. It is intended that the 
management of ‘ All The Year Round’ in the future 
shall be based on precisely the same principles as 
those on which it has up to this time been con- 
ducted. The same authors who have contributed 
to its columns in time past will contribute to them 
still. The same spirit which has in the past per- 
vaded its pages will, so far as conscientious endea- 
vors may render it possible, pervade them still. 
The same earnest desire to advocate what is right 
and true, and to oppose what is false and unworthy, 
which was the guiding principle of my father’s 
career, and which has always characterized his 
management of ‘All The Year Round,’ will, I most 
earnestly hope, continue to be apparent in its every 
word. So much, then, being the same, it may not 
be presumptuous in me to hope that the same 
readers with whom this journal, and that which 
preceded it, found favor for so many years, may 
still care to see the familiar title-page on cheir 
tables as of old. With this brief explanation of 
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the course I propose to adopt, and omitting all 
reference whatever to my own personal feelings in 


connection with the great sorrow which has ren- | 


dered this statement necessary, I leave the future 
journal to speak for itself. ‘It is better that every 
kind of work, honestly undertaken and discharged, 
should speak for itself than be spoken for.’ These 
were the words with which my father inaugurated 
the new series of ‘All The Year Round.’ I cannot 
surely do better than to repeat them in this place. 
Cuarues Dickens, Jr.’’ 

I clip this advertisement from the daily papers: 
‘*Messrs. Christie, Manson & Woods respectfully 
give notice that they will sell by auction, at their 
great rooms, King Street, St. James’s Square, on 
Saturday, July 9, at one o'clock precisely (by order 
of the executors), the beautiful collection of pic- 
tures, and drawings, and objects of art of Charles 
Dickens, deceased. The pictures comprise the 
celebrated portrait of Mr. Dickens, painted in 1839 
by D. Maclise, R. A.; three splendid pictures, il- 
lustrating ‘The Frozen Deep,’ painted by Clarkson 
Stanfield, R. A.; ‘Dolly Varden’ and ‘ Kate Nickle- 
by,’ two charming works by W. P. Frith, R. A.; 
‘Dotheboys’ Hall,’ an exquisite work of T. Web- 
ster, R. A.; ‘Pickwick an!

Address post-paid, “B. G. L., care of Messrs. 
Street Brothers, Searle-Street, Lincoln’s Inn, Lon- 
don.”’ 

His publishers have issued this card: “ We find 
that erroneous reports are in circulation respecting 
‘The Mystery of Edwin Drood,’ the novel on which 
Mr. Dickens was at work when he died. It has 
been suggested that the tale is to be finished by 
other hands. We hope you will allow us to state 
in your columns that Mr. Dickens has left three 
numbers complete, in addition to those already 
published, this being one-half of the story as it 
was intended to be written. These numbers will 
be published, and the fragment will so remain. No 
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other writer could be permitted by us to complete 
the work which Mr. Dickens has left. 
Yours, ete., CuHapman & Hatt.” 

Among Mr. Dickens’s papers was found the plan 
of an equitable arrangement in the event of any 
casualty preventing the completion of the work. 

Here is the last letter Mr. Dickens wrote. It wag 
addressed to Mr. Charles Kent: “ Gad’s Hill Place, 
Higham-by-Rochester, Kent, Wednesday, June §, 
1870. My dear Kent: To-morrow is a very bad day 
for me to make a call, as, in addition to my usnal 
office business, I have a mass of accounts to settle, 
But I hope I may be ready for you at 3 o’clock. If 
I can’t be, why, then I sha’n't be. You must really 
get rid of these opal enjoyments. They are too 
overpowering ; ‘Those violent delights have vio. 
lent ends.’ I think it was a father of your church 
who made the wise remark to a young gentleman 
who got up early (or stayed out late) at Verona? 
Ever affectionately, CuakLes Dickexs. To Charles 
Kent, Esq.”” The “opal enjoyments” are those 
given by the tinted sky, which this year has been 
unusually brilliant. When Mr. Kent went Thurs. 
day at the appointed hour, Charles Dickens’s spirit 
had passed from earth, although life lingered fora 
few hours longer in his body. 

A plaster cast was taken of his head after death, 
and a bust of him is to be made. 

While Mr. Dickens did not deny Harold Skim- 
pole’s (in “ Bleak House”) expressions and _peenu- 
liarities were suggested to him by Leigh Hunt's 
affectations of thought, diction, air, and temper, he 
always disclaimed the intention of portraying Leigh 
Hunt’s weaknesses in the moral blemishes of Haroid 
Skimpole’s character. 

It has been suggested that an interesting book of 
criticism and bibliography might be compiled from 
the notes which cover margins and fly-leaves of the 
books in the valuable library which the late Mr. 
Dyce bequeathed to the South Kensington Ma- 
seum. 

The Royal Irish Academy is about to publish a 
fac-simile of the Leabhar na huidri (so called be- 
cause originally written on the skin of a red calf). 
It has many glosses which greatly enhance its phi- 
lological value. 

Another valuable addition to philology (al- 
though their literary merits are far from being in- 
considerable) is Mr. W. C. Hazlitt’s edition of 
George Gascoigne’s Poems, with a good index and 
valuable notes. Itis sold only to subscribers. Mr. 
E. Magnusson has issued proposals for the publica- 
tion by subscription of the text of an ancient and 
celebrated Icelandic hymn, “The Lily, a Song to 
the Blessed Virgin.” It was written by Eystein 
Asgrimsson, a friar of the Augustine monastery of 
Thyk Kirbaer, who died in 1361. Mr. Magnusson 
will include in his proposed edition a life of Eysteia 
Asgrimsson, a treatise on the metre and sources of 
the poem, a rhymed translation of it, together with 
notes, several readings, and a glossary.

a warfare on the regular booksellers. Subscription | 
books are sold by agents or peddlers; retail book- 
sellers often surreptitiously get hold of subscrip- 
tion books, and undersell, to the injury of the busi- 
ness. As a means of retaliation the subscription- 
book publishers now propose to buy up quantities | 
of popular books published in the ordinary way, | 
and to retail them at cost.”’ 

We do not think, however, that they are likely | 
tocarry this threat into execution ; for, in the first | 
place, it would be a direct loss to themselves, and

Cartes Dickeys.—Messrs. Chapman & Hall, the 
London publishers, have published a statement that 
Mr. Dickens left “The Mystery of Edwin Drood” 
half-finished—that is, that he had completed six 
of the twelve numbers to which it was to have ex- 
tended. It had been reported that Mr. Wilkie 
Collins would probably be employed to finish the 
story, but the publishers deny that any such inten- 
tion had been entertained. It will be published, 
like Thackeray’s “ Denis Duval,” precisely as the 
author left. If, as has been stated, Mr. Dickens 
had written down a plan for the whole plot, per- 
haps that may appear; but, like Scott, he did not 
generally compose the incidents of his stories in 
advance, and frequently altered his first purpose 
respecting them. 

Mr. John Forster, who was Dickens’s oldest and 
most intimate literary friend, has been left his 
executor, with Miss Hogarth, and will probably be 
his biographer. Mr. Forster, who succeeded Mr. 
Fonblangue in the editorship of ‘‘ The Examiner” 
(the London Sunday paper established and long 
conducted by Leigh Hunt), is favorably known in 
literature, not only by the best “Life of Oliver 
Goldsmith’ ever written, and his recent “ Life of

Prophecy a Preparation for Christ: Eight Lectures 
preached before the University of Oxford in the 
year MDCCCLXIX., on the Bampton Foundation. 
By R. Payne Smith, D. D. pp. xxviii., 397. 
Boston: Gould & Lincoln. 

The lectures established by the will of John 
Bampton, who died in 1751, have contributed a 
large body of critical study to English theology. 
Their delivery began in 1780, and they have been 
regularly continued from that year to the present. 
Dr. Smith, the lecturer for 1869, is Regius Professor 
of Divinity and Canon of Christ Church, Oxford. 
The general subject of the volume is indicated in 
the title. The special subjects of the respective 
lectures are: Prophecy a Preparation for Christ ; 
The Proper Idea and Meaning of Prophecy ; Samuel, 
the Restorer of Prophecy ; The Schools of the Pro- 
phets; The Ordinary Life and Duties of the Pro- 
Phets; The Commencement of Written Prophecy ; 
The Foundation of Truth laid by the Prophets 
Isaiah, Joel, and Hosea ; Specific Prophecies of Christ 
m Hosea; Amos, Isaiah, and Micah; The Prophe- 
ties of Isaiah; The Jewish Interpretation of Pro- 
Pheey at variance with that taught by Christ and 


| His Apostles. In this reprint the Greek and Latin

| Sermons Preached at Brighton. By the late Rev.

than the Russians,’’ and, strange to say, this is in 
great part owing to the exertions of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, who have circulated millions 
of copies of the Scriptures printed in the Russiag 
tongue, permission to do so having been granted 
by the government, at a time when it was anxious 
to secure the assistance of the British against the 
French. The Russian Church is rich in legends of 
saints, and of the miracles performed by their 
relics, not only in the past, but at the present time, 
| The people have the most unbounded faith in these 
| miracles, and to such a height does their religious 
| enthusiasm reach, that thousanis become pilgrims 
| by profession, passing their whole lives in travel- 
ling from shrine to shrine, from Solovetsk, in the 
far north, to Jerusalem. The remainder of the 
| book describes the social customs and histories of 
the various peoples which now form the Russian 
Empire, and of those political changes and reforms 
which since the Crimean War are gradually being 
lintroduced. “The Crimean War restored the people 
‘to their national life. ‘Sebastopol,’ said a general 
| officer to the author, ‘Sebastopol perished, that 
lour country might be free.’ The Tartar kingdom 
| (founded by Joan the Terrible, reformed by Peter 
|the Great), existed in the spirit, even when it 
| clothed itself in Western names and forms, until 
'the Allies landed from their transports.” Under 
| the present Emperor, Alexander II., despite the op- 
| position of the nobles and the conservative party, 
| the serfs have been emancipated, open courts and 
| trial by jury to some extent introduced, and many 
|other equally liberal measures brought forward.
